Ihe hatchery, feed dealer, egg producer 
and possibly the processor ar inte 
grated by long and binding contracts to 
supply their services 

Well, it’s a free country. No one need 
sign such a contract. But the small in- 
dependent producer may find it hard to 
match cost of production with the big 
integrated setups 

Now many confidently predict pigs will 
soon be furnished the same as baby 
chicks. Farmers will raise them for so 
much per head, and perhaps take a small 
cut in profits, should there be an \l 
ready several Cornbelt cattle feeders are 
working on this basis--feeding on con 
tract.

How to allow for 


Cattle

You can shrink your cattle profits if you 
guess wrong on cattle shrinkage This is 
especially true for producers who sell 
stockers or feeders at the ranch, farm, or 
some other local point 

The answer is to quit guessing 1 
Keep records on shrinkage experience 
and refer to them when you sell, (2) Keep 
these points in mind 

] The highest price per fu und doesn't 
necessarily mean the highest profit per ani- 
mal. It depends upon how many pounds 
are counted. A lower price per pound on 
cattle as they stand can be more profit- 
able than a higher pound price when the 
buyer is allowed to subtract too many 
pounds for shrinkage 

2. If you sell cattle with a pencil shrink 
and the cattle are weighed early in the 
morning, the buyer is getting the bene- 
fits of two weight shrinkages 

». If animals are moved and weighed 
on scales away from the farm or ranch 
the weight of the cattle shrinks some 
more. It's up to you to know how much 
and to allow for it. Shrinkage records do 
this 

4. Weighing away from the farm or 
ranch also involves certain incidental ex- 
penses—which you pay You should al 


n considering a

@ Buyers generally agree that the 
weight of the average animal will de- 
crease from 3 to 4 percent if the animal 
has gone without food or water & to 12 
hours. [This is called excretory shrink 
loss of belly fill. The buyer is allowing for 
this when he asks that the poundage of 
the animals be calculated, not at actual 
weight, but at esumated weight after an 
overnight stand in dry lot 

@® Sometimes the buyer will put this 
another way. If this weighing condition 
can't be placed in the sales agreement, he 
may ask that the wewht figure be re- 
duced 3 to 4 percent to allow for the fill the 
animals are assumed to be carrying. This 
is called a pencil shrinkage. It is some 
thing for the producer to watch. Some 
times the pencil shrinkage asked is more 
than 3 to 4 percent—sometimes less. For 
example, it’s generally agreed that if the 


animal has access to food and water dur 


ing the night Ss we wht probably will be 
only 2 ;

@ If you are going to allow a pencil 
shrinkage or an estimated weight after an 
overnight stand, then you have to get 
enough additional money per pound to 
make up the difference in poundage. It's

It works out like this: Suppose a buyer 
offers you 20 cents a pound for 400- 
pound steer calves without a shrinkage 
allowance. Another buyer offers 20'5 
cents at a 4-percent pencil shrink. Which 
deal is more profitable? 

rhe first offer means that you get 20 
cents times 400 pounds—or $80 a head 

Ihe second offer means that you get 
2016 cents a pound—but now the calf is 
estimated to weigh only 384 pounds—be- 
cause of the 4-percent shrink. And 204 
times 384 is only $78.22 per head 

Obviously, the extra 50 cents a hun- 
dred did not make up for the loss of 
poundage when you allowed a 4-percent 
pene il shrink In this case, the lowet price 
without shrink would have been more 


profitable 


Th. se pencil shrinks are easy to figure 
In general, the lower the price, the small- 
er the increase in price per pound needed 
to compensate for a shrinkage allowance 
Ihe higher the price, the larger should 
be the price increase to allow for shrink- 
age. For example, if you had been offered 
$22 a hundred without shrinkage, you 
would have had to ask $22.92 with shrink- 
age to be compensated adequately for a 
+-percent shrink 

Here’s how weighing cattle early in the 
morning can work against you 

A calf weighs, let's say, 408 pounds at 
night. Next morning when you weigh 
him out for sale his weight is down at 
least 2 percent due to loss of belly fill. He 
now weighs only 400 pounds, perhaps 
less. At $20.50 per hundred, that’s a loss 
of $1.64 per head to start with. The buyer 
has already had the benefit of a 2-percent 
pencil shrink 

Now if you have agreed to a 4-percent 
pencil shrink in addition, the calf is 
counted——and paid for as weighing 
only 384 pounds, although tn a few hours 
his weight will be 408 pounds 

So the buyer gets the benefit of a 
double shrink 

You get ex perience Unless you re- 
member to settle for a price that will allow 


for two shrinkages, not pust one 






Tf the catth ie hauled off the tarm for
